It  is  easily  grown 
with  a color  that  does  not  fade  and 
grows  to  10  in. — just  right  for  edg- 
inng  most  things.  Enough  seed  for 
a good  trial  will  be  sent  for  a quar- 
ter.

A recommendation  such  as  this  from  the  fore- 
most users  of  Violets  in  the  United  States  leaves 
little  to  be  said.

At  this  time  distribu- 
tion will  begin  of  strong  divisions  or  rooted  crowns,  which, 
if  potted  for  a while  and  then  grown  in  the  field  all  sum- 
mer will  give  plants  that  will  produce  thruout  the  fall  of 
1927  and  on  into  1928.  For  those  who  want  to  try  this 
new  Violet  the  purchase  of  these  pants  in  the  spring  is 
advised  rather  than  waiting  until  fall  to  procure  potted 
plants. 

The  price  of  the  divisions  to  the  trade  will  be  $20  per 
100  with  50  at  the  100  rate.  Orders  are  now  being  book- 
ed.
